For seine years, there has been 
talk of ‘eonverting the Chinese 
agriculturist to the use of modern 
methods, so a5 to improve the 
sield from his land; but very 
little actual conversion has taken 
place. Experimental stations, 
staffed largely by foreign-trained 
sons of the soil, have attempted 
to interest the farmers of their 
neighbourhood in ‘scientific ways 
of tilling and harvesting, but 
these efforts have met with little 
success. We wonder, therefore, 
how the project which - Mr. 
Reimer has in view—actually 
demonstrating the benefits of 
modern processes—will pan out. 
As way stated by this gentleman 
in the interview published by us 
yesterday, the belt way of teach- 
ing the Chinese farmer that 
there’ are new systems better 
whan “olo custom” is to give him 
visible results. We think that 
the suggested practical demon- 
atrations stand 2 fairer chance 
than any other. means of bring- 
ing the Jesson of progress home 
to the: humble Chinese agricul- 
turist. a 

The trouble .about trying to 
reform ancient methods in this 
country is that one is immediate- 
ly up against two very formid- 


able obstacles—projudice and
